Access to the Nielson Properfy will be through continuance of existing
underground tunnels. Redmond anticipates no surface disturbance on the Nielson Property.

3. Redmond has been mining underground using conventional drill blast techniques at this
location since approximately t970. During such time Redmond has not noticed any surface
subsidence issues related to its mining activities. Because the Nielson Property is directly north
and adjacent to Redmond's present mining operations, underground geology is expected to
remain the same.
